Dr. Jenkins Comments on the 
Normannia's Appeal. 

Indeed the Doctor Goes so Far as to 
Make Use of the Word Lie. 



New Yojik, Sept 18.— The Herald 
publishes an Interview with Dr. Jenk- 
ins the health officer. When aeked 
about the appeal of the Normannia paa- 

aengera to <>ov. Flower, he said: 

"What nonsense! How ridiculous) 
That's a lie!" were hts emphatic com- 
ments as he listened, and no erne of the 
counts in the least disturbed hira. He 
said. "In a general way I will say that 
the gentlemen who have drawn up and 
signed this appeal— excellent people, 
no doubt— are entirely mlsteken In 
their assertions. They have not been 
neglected, we are not Incompetent and 
the situation on the Normannia is not 
at all what they declare it to be. I can 
sum the whole thing up in a nutshell 
by saying that these cabin possengera 
want very much to get ashore and 
write accordingly. " 

"But, doctor, they make positive and 
detailed statements, for instance, that 
the dead todies of cholera patients hare

of a dead body being left for that length 
of time on the Normannia. Have you. 
Dr. Tall mage? 

"No, str," was tho deputy health offi- 
cer's prompt reply. 

'They say that the eteatner has not 
been properly fumigated." 

"That is silly. Why, we have done 
nothing but fumigate and disinfect 
these steamers ever sinoe they arrived. 
It is true that certain portions of thl» 
work ordered by us were left to be car- 
ried out by the officers of the steamer.

in the bay. Possibly on one or two oc- 
casions there has boen a lack of disin- 
fectants on the steamers. I believe that 
is a fact, but it is not my fault. The 
nambnrg- American Co, has been In- 
structed by us to send disinfectants to 
theii snips In sufficient quantities. I 
can't take the blame if they will not do 
what I tell them." 

"Do you mean that it is the bosiriees 
of the steamship company to furnish 
disinfectants?" 

"Yes, but I would add that iu view 
of the importance oi the matter of 
disinfectants on board, Dr. Walsen took 
enough of bi-chlorido of mercury to 
the Normannia the other day to disin- 
fect a dozen steamers. Isn't that so, 
doctor?" 

"It certainly Is," said the New 
Brighton physician, who is a cholera 
veteran. "I would say after a thorough 
visitation and inspection of the Nor- 
mannia that this complaint or appeal 
is absolutely without justification." 

"And how absurd it ia for them to 
pretend that they have not been in 
communication with a medical expert," 
continued I>r. Jenkins. "Dr. Sanborn, 
who has been a quarantine official for 
years, ha* been aboard the Normannia 
several times a day, and is now sta- 
tioned there permanently day and 
night Besides that, from the very 
first, full instructions were given to the 
ship's surgeon for any emergencies 
which might arise." 

"How about the water?" 

"The captain of the Normannia im- 
mediately on his arrival received posi- 
tive orders to boil his entire supply of 
drinking water, so that it might have 
been used with impunity whether It 
came from the river Kibe or anywhere 
else. Furthermore, the Hamburg- 
American company was ordered to send 
a regular supply of water to their ships, 
In thin I'Mpect again they have, I be- 
lieve, failed in their duty."

The shark of the lower latitudes is 
still often honored with such nomee as 
the "sea tiger" or the "terror of the 
ocean," The Spitxbergcn fishermen 
would find a more appropriate use for 
the latter epithot S«eals, porpoises and 
even whito whales have been known to 
spring out of the water and run ashore 
to avoid the attacks of a creature 
which, in proportion to its size, is cer- 
tainly the most voracious of all marine 
beasts of prey. It la the orca, or killer- 
whale, (orca gladiator), a close relation 
of the delphintdre, but as superior in 
strength to the southern porpoise as a 
walrus is to a seal. The orca reaches a 
length of twenty-five feet, and Its jai 
ore bristling with teeth from four to 
six Inches long and as a sharp as a dirk 
knife. Single specimens have been seen 
of thirty (Capt. Ross says thirty-five) 
feet, and fully able to devour a sea Hon 
with a few quick snaps. 

Its digestive power, says the Chicago 
Herald, is proportioned to the tremen- 
dous efficacy of its Jaws. Prof. Eschricht 
examined a specimen that had been 
killed In shallow water, and found In 
its stomach thirteen porpoises and four- 
teen seals, and the "atrocious glutton," 
he adds, "seemed to have got choked in 
the attempt to swallow a fifteenth," 
since its gullet proved to be obstructed 
by on intertwisted mass of seal bones. 
Capt Wicks describes tha battle be- 
tween a Haleen whale and a swarm of 
areas that jerked the big monster about 
as a pack of dogs would worry a fat 
sow. They fi^w at its flanks, snapped 
big pieces out of its lips, and finally 
hauled it under, while a surge of blood- 
stained foam bespoke the consummation 
of the submarine butchery.
